First Balloon 

All the flights of legend come. 
finally, to 1783 when the first 
balloon ascension Was made. 
The Art Institute gives us a 
touch of destiny in the record. 
Two French brothers put their 
balloon, filled with gases from 
burning pine wood, into the air. 
It was December, 1783. And 120 
years later, also in the month of 
December, the two Wright broth- 
ers introduced powered flight. 
Here at the institute one may 
read what Benjamin Franklin 
thought about the balloon. He 
believed it would develop into a 
great military weapon. 

There were many predictions 
of airplanes to come. Some men 
pictured them as borne by great 
birds of huge size quite ca- 
pable of lifting man. Some of the 
old legends, which may have been 
based on fact, declare that the 
first flights were so made. 
Leonardo da Vinci drew plans 
for a flying machine. 

Best of all the prophets was 
the poet Tennyson. In Locksley 
Hall he wrote: 

“For I dipped into the future, 
far as human eye could see, 
Saw the Ddision of the world 
and all the wonder that 
would be; 
Saw the heavens fill with com- 
merce, argosies of magic 
sails, 
Pilots of purple twilight, drop- 
ping down with costly bales; 
Heard the heavens fill with 
shouting, and there rained a 
ghastly dew 
From the nation’s airy navies 
grappling in the central 
blue.” 

That hit it right on the nose— 
or beam. 

For the touring aviation addict, 
a pilgrimage to the exhibition of 
man's long preoccupation with

Voter List Purges 
Will Be Beneficial 


Spalding County is purging its voter 
registration lists of names of citizens who 
failed to go to the polls in any election 
during 1952 and 1953. Included are about 
2,000 names on a roster of 11,627. 

These franchise delinquents have been 
put on notice that unless they. reregister 
they will have no vote in decisive elec- 
tions coming up in 1954. 

In Cobb County the voter lists are un- 
dergoing a thorough overhaul that will 
take weeks. The board of registrars will 
drop from the rolls the names of those 
who have died since the registry sheets 
were last combed. They'll also remove 
the names of those who have moved away, 
unless the migrants have made definite 
arrangements to retain their voting rights 
at home. And they'll drop the chronic 
nonvoters. 

It’s a fine thing these counties are do- 
ing in bringing the lists up to date. 

Purging the lists of the names of the 
deceased and the nonresidents lessens the 
opportunities for election frauds. Re- 
moving or threatening to remove the 
names of those among the living who play 
dead on election day should stir those lag- 
gards to a greater interest and activity in 
civic affairs. 

Otherwise, they deserve to lose their 
right to vote. 


Research Should Pace 


Progress in Poultry 


The pledge by Gov. Herman Talmadge 
of $163,000 for the Poultry Division at the 
University of Georgia College of Agricul- 
ture assures a good start on a program 
vital to the progress of the state's poul- 
try industry. 

The money will be divided between an 
investment in buildings and equipment 
and research in poultry disease, nutrition

Broilers. have become big business in 
Georgia.

The assign- 
ment of $163,000 to poultry husbandry 
should mark the beginning of a continuous 
and growing program that will pace, not 
follow, the growth of the industry. 


Rep. Paul Brown Cites 


A Reason for Waste 


New England industrialists are now 
fighting among themselves at the expense 
of the American taxpaver, if Rep. Paul 
Brown's charges on the floor of the House 
Wednesday are correct 

The Georgian charged that a firm in 
Maine was awarded a shipbuilding con- 
tract by the Navy even though its bid was 
$6,500,000 higher than that of a Massa- 
chusetts builder. In fact, said Rep. Brown, 


the manufacturer who got the contract 
was higher than two of the four bidders.

The American people who foot the bill 
are entitled to know why. They are en- 
titled also to a strict accounting of their 
tax monies and to receive the maximum 

therefrom. 

Other things being equal, government 
contracts should go to the lowest bidder 
and all contracts should be awarded on a 
bid basis. The only requirement should be 
the contractor’s ability to do the job in the 
time and at the quoted price. 

There's no justification in any line of 
reasoning that government contracts 
should be awarded arbitrarily through ne- 
gotiated agreements.

Moscow’s Peace Terms: 


Western Capitulation 


For all intents and purposes the Big 
Four foreign ministers’ conference in Ber- 
lin is about over. It has accomplished 
nothing except to reveal the inflexible 
aims and purposes of the Soviet Union 
and the impossibility at this stage of the 
game to reach any agreement. 

Molotov has made it perfectly clear 
that the Kremlin will settle on its terms 
alone and that it will brook no concessions. 
These terms, if agreed to by the West,” 
would amount to capitulation, opening the 
door to Russian domination of all Europe 
and Asia. 

It is clear for one thing that the So- 
viets want no united Germany. It is not 
difficult to see why: A rollback there 
would bring similar demands from all the 
satellites. A united Communist Germany, 
yes, but not a united, independent Ger- 
many that would ally itself to the West. 

Molotov virtually admitted in Berlin 
that Moscow can stop the Indochinese war 
—an admission that Moscow is backing 
this war. This fight in Indochina is de- 
signed to bring pressure on the French, a 
sort of lever for blackmailing that unhap- 
py country to do the Russian bidding. 

So the Berlin conference has settled 
nothing. It has had one useful purpose 
in that it again reveals the Russian hand 
and makes mandatory the early imple- 
mentation of EDC planning. Moscow will 
risk even that rather than a united Ger- 
many. eine

Crime Is a Luxury 


Nation Can’t Afford 


One need not have his pocket picked 
nor his safe cracked to pay the cost of 
crime. Lawbreakers in the United States 
cut into the family budget to the tune of 
a $495 annual average. 

So J. Edgar Hoover, who hardly needs 
identification as the FBI director, told a 
congressional committee recently. 

For every dollar spent on education, 
Mr. Hoover estimated, $1.82 goes toward 
paying for criminal activities; for every 
dollar donated to churches, crime exacts 
a toll of $10. 

The price is not one we have to pay. 
As with fire, the waste is the more tragic 
because it is needless. As with fire, the 
way to avoid it is in prevention, in the 
removal of crime breeders. 

Crime prevention means slum clear- 
ance and the substitution of decent hous- 
ing. It means family service societies and 
youth programs. It means recreation ac- 
tivities and adult education that teaches 
good use of leisure time. It means ade- 
quate pay for policemen. It means funds 
spent on girls’ training schools and boys’ 
training schools and on the public schools 
to equip them to do the kind of job they 
are supposed to do. 

Crime costs the average American 
family about $495 a vear. It’s a price the 
average family can't afford. The bill for 
crime comes far too high. It’s a bill that 
can be cut by a greater investment in 
prevention.

Radar is not a ‘speed trap’’ in the ugly con- 
notation of that term, and no apology is in order 
for the fact that Tennessee is installing it as a 
law enforcement device to implement the pro- 
gram of safety on our highways.

All about the Capitol, party leaders of House and Senate, as well as 
rank and file members, are putting their heads together to that end. A 
check reveals that when their elder statesman, Rep. Sam Rayburn of 
Texas, finally issued his warning to President Eisenhower to call off his 
Republicans, or else, he spoke for the entire party on both sides of the 


Capitol. 

The former speaker, present mi- 
nority leader, is long-suffering and 
patient.

His brief warning in the House, 
which was echoed at greater 
length at the other end of the Capi- 
tol by Sen.

The latter was President Eisen- 
hower's idea. The GOP Old Guard, 
which will become the dominant 
influence in the congressiona! cam- 
paign, frankly does not think too 
highly of some features of the 
President's legislative program. 
Too Fair-Dealish for them. 


They had just as soon see a good 


deal of it shelved. In a sense they 
were making such a choice—and 
they find it congenial. For they 
realized, when they decided to 
adopt the McCarthy tune, that they 
were risking Democratic help in 
Congress — and no Republican 
measure can get through without 
Democratic support. That's simple 
arithmetic. 

Democrats also are very con- 
scious of risks to them. They see 
the danger of being goaded into 
opposition to the point where Re- 
publicans might be able to blame 
them for failure of the Eisenhower 
legislative program. 

Consequently, they will pick their 
course very carefully to avoid any 
charge of being obstructionists. 

As for retaliatory steps in case 
the Republican ‘‘treason-traitors”’ 
gunfire persists — which Demo- 
crats expect — some were talking 
of the potentialities in the 500 post- 
masters now awaiting confirma- 
tion by the Senate. Not only these, 
but other nominations, might he 
considered deliberately and with 
no hurry.

Many and Varied 


“High Fidelity” is the way Lee Kramer an- 
swers the phone. It is no code symbol, no pass- 
word, but the name of his business on Peachtree 
near North Avenue. Here he engages in the quite modern occupation 
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distributing electronic devices that satisfy man’s desire to drown himself 
in sound or amuse and soothe himself as the case may be. 


The business of sound for sound's 
sake is something fairly new with 
us. With the development of elec- 
tronics came equipment that would 
play back recorded noises, musi- 
cal or otherwise, with true vol- 
ume, modulation and overtones. 
The nation found it had been neg- 
lecting its ear while stuffing the 
other senses and the high fidelity 
bug bit, and hard. Houses are de- 
signed now to make a place for 
hi fi equipment. Closets. are 
cleaned of their contents so the 
last full bit of resonance may be 
had from the speaker which sits 
where the clothes hamper once 
stood. Listening to the nuances of 
a snare drum, the lingering quaver 
of a hillbilly guitar has become a 
cult with hi fi extremists. 

The average hi fi buyer how- 
ever is a person who. likes music 
and wants its full quality. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Kramer, those who are 
faithful to their: old, pre-hi fi rec- 
ord plavers hear only about half 
the music that is in the record. 

The high fidelity trade is no or- 
dinary one — demand exceeds the 
supply for instance — and Mr. 
Kramer keeps unusual hours. He 
opens late in the morning and 
stays open until 9 at night. Most 
business is done in the evening, 
and for some reason 99 per cent 
of the clients are men. 

There are hi fi long hairs, real 
abstractionists of sound. They buy 
recordings for one particular noise 
and spend evenings flipping from

Ivy Loop To Inaugurate 
Round-Robin Schedule | 


League Football Competition 
Expected To Start in 1956 


NEW. YORK, Feb. 10 (?!—The Ivy group of colleges | 
became a football league in fact today when the presi- 
dents’ agreement calling for a round-robin football sched- | 
ule, starting in 1956, received the official blessing of the. 
governing boards of the eight institutions. ae 


Although it had been known for 


‘some time that the presidents, at already are associated in leagues | 
t|a December meeting, had agreed 


upon the round-robin football 
plan, the agreement did not be- 
come effective until it had been 
formally ratified by the govern- 
ing bodies. 

Since the Ivy group agreement 
provides that football schedules 
shall not be made more than two 
years in advance, the round 
robin is expected to go into ef- 
fect in 1956. The s¢hedules for 
1954 and, for the most part, for 
1955 already have been drawn up. 

In addition to taking this long 
step toward league competi- 
tion in football, the presidents 
approved the principle of round- 
robin competition in other 
sports, reaffirmed the ban on 
spring football practice and on 
athletic scholarships and 
wrote and extended slightly the 
agreement, originally adopted 
in 1945 and revised in 1952.

By Governor 


NASHVILLE, Ga., Feb. 10 (7#— 
Public health programs have em- 
braced 150 of Georgia’s 159 coun- 
ties and reached 94.8 ‘per cent 
of the state’s people, Gov. Her- 
man Talmadge declared here to- 
day. 

Speaking at the dedication of 
‘the new $49,544 Berrien County 
Health Center, Talmadge said the 
state this year is spending $1.36 
per capita to provide the best 
public health program in history. 

A new plan being formulated by 
the State Health Department, the 
(governor announced, calls for 

public health physicians in 35 dis- 
| triets and public health nurses in 
(every county. 
This would permit supervision 
'by physicians in all counties, Tal- 
'madge said, 

‘The state appropriation for 
health programs has been ine 
creased from $700,000 in 1945-46 
to $4,183,000 this year and that 
figure does not include our hos- 
'pital and health center program 
on which we are spending $3,000,- 
000 a year,’’ the governor de- 
clared. 

He said that by next January 
more than $92,000,000 will have 
been spent for hospitals and 
health centers during his admin- 
istration. These projects have 
been financed by federal, state 
and local funds. 

The Berrien Health Center was 
financed by a federal contribution 
of $22,295, a state fund of $16,515 
and a county total of $10,734.

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Eye Research Flowing Tresses No Jinx to Skater

“Bad eyes’’ don't keep 4& 
child in the corner anymore. 

A dark-eyed New Yorker, 
Mrs. Bernetta Blatt, is working 
to see that they don't. 

As nurse consultant of the Na- 
tional Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness, Mrs. Blatt came to 
Atlanta this week with the good 
news that the society is backing 
research to find the causes and 
cures of eve defects and to edu- 
cate the public to what they can 
do about personal eye problems. 

Their discoveries’ will ‘“‘come 
home"’ to Georgians soon, with 
the recent organization of a Geor- 
gia committee of the society, she 
said. 


IMPORTANT PROJECT 


According to the silver-haired 
nurse, an important educational 
project is to convince parents of 
cross-eyed children that the eye 
defect won't correct itself. 

“If the condition is treated by 
the time the child is 4 vears old,”’ 
she said, “‘no loss of vision will 
occur.” 

She reported that ‘‘most cases’”’ 
of crossed eyes can be corrected. 

“Parents should not consider 
the defect a ‘God-given stigma’ 
that cannot be remedied,’’ the 
visitor emphasized. 

A stumbling block in working 
with sight problems in children 
is that the child himself can't 
tell whether or not he can see 
well, Mrs. Blatt reminded 

She also reminded that many 
classroom problems stem from 
sight defects which the child or 
parent hasnt discovered. 

To remedy this situation, her 
organization is working with 
schools and parent-teacher 
groups on eye-screening pro- 
grams. 


BOON TO CHILDREN

Blatt mentioned “‘shatter - proof 
lenses’’ as a boon to children 
who must wear glasses al! the 
time.
